Related by Cadet 


Ruins of Southwestern Oregon Coastal Town Swept By Forest Blaze 


LISBON 


Portugal. CP)—A story that Col. Jose 
Moscardo, insurgent commander of Toledo’s Alcazar, sac¬ 
rificed his son rather than surrender the fortress was 
reported today from the Fascist-captured city by Jose 
Augusto, correspondent of Diario Noticias. Augusto said 
the government, during the 72-day siege of the Alcazar, 
sent Moscardo a note informing him his son was a hostage 
and would be executed unless the Alcazar was surrendered. 
The commander sent back a note to his son which read: 

> "Those traitors have propose'! 
that I should save your life at the 
cost of the lives of my brave men 
and my honor. I hope you will die 
like a hero after praying loudly: 
'Long live Spain!’ Your life will 
then be eternal!” 

The son was executed forthwith, 
the correspondent added. 

Other Diario Noticias dispatches 
from Talvera said the birth of two 
babies in the dank sub-cellars of 
the Alcazar was regarded as a 
prophecy from heaven of deliver¬ 
ance for the besieged. 

This gripping story was told by 
the first cadet to be brought from 
the Alcazar to a Talavera hos¬ 
pital, where he lay wounded today.

"The babies, like angels, came 
from heaven to bless us," said the 
cadet.

TALAVERA DE LA REINA, 
Spain.- -Gaunt prisoners of the 
Alcazar came out of Toledo today 
to tell epic stories of wholesale 
death. 

They said virtually all the 
priests in the city numbering 600 
—were slain in a reign of Leftist 
terror that preceded the fall of To¬ 
ledo to the insurgent armies. 

Startled, strangely waxen, eman- 
ciated, they related how they lived 
on black bread, on horse meat, on 
hope. 

They declared that to the other 
horrors of their 72-day siege was 
added an assault by poison gas. 

The Fascist survivors confirmed 
official insurgent figures which 
stated only about 80 of their num¬ 
ber were slain and 600 wounded. 

These figures placed the total In 
the Alcazar at 1200, although 
previous reports have made it 1700. 
Even today, some unofficial esti-

A call for a $611,000 school 
: bond election to retire Greene bill 
loans was issued last night by the 
Santa Ana board of education. 
The election is scheduled for 
Oct. 22. 

By cutting the interest rate on 
money used in reconstruction of 
school buildings here after the 1933 
earthquake, the bond issue is ex¬ 
pected to save $140,000 or more 
over a period of 20 years, accord¬ 
ing to board members. 

One Per cent Cut 

Present rate on the obligation is 
4.4 per cent. The bond election 
resolution specifies that the bonds 
shall carry not more than 3.4 per 
cent interest, or a reduction of 
1 per cent, but it is expected the 
bonds will be sold at a lower In¬ 
terest rate. 

If the bonds are voted, the coun¬ 
ty board of supervisors will sell 
them on bids to the person or firm 
offering to take the bonds for the 
least interest. All bids would be 
void if they exceeded 3.4 per cent. 

The high school district Is asked 
to vote $487,000 in bonds and the 
elementary district $124,000. 

Transfer Approved 

Action was taken last night af¬ 
ter the board learned that after 
months of delay permission has 
been granted to transfer $12,000 
in unexpended Greene bill money 
from the high school account, 
where it is not needed, to the ele¬ 
mentary account, where it is need¬ 
ed for further work. The elec¬ 
tion was delayed in order to make 
the transfer. 

Amounts of bonds to be voted 
on have been adjusted to give the 
elementary school district suffi¬ 
cient money to pay off the addi¬ 
tional Greene bill obligation.

The crash of an 
airlines plane in a blinding snow 
flurry in southern Colorado took 
three lives.

Springs. Damage was estimated 
in the millions. 

More Land Flooded 
Danger to human life was be¬ 
lieved past, but new thousands of 
acres were inundated as flood wa¬ 
ters of the Brazos and Little riv¬ 
ers rolled on in Texas. The Bar- 
zos fell steadily at Waco, which 
with its surrounding territory suf¬ 
fered a loss estimated at $2,000,- 
000 as the river reached the high¬ 
est stage in its history. ,

Black Legion "execution" of 
I Charles A. Poole on an isolated 
suburban road last May 12 were 
convicted today in circuit court. 

Of the 11 convicted, all but four 
were convicted of first degree 
murder. The jury of nine men and 
three women held two of the 
others guilty of second degree mur¬ 
der, and Judge Joseph A. Moyni- 
han returned a second degree mur¬ 
der conviction against the two de¬ 
fendants who had waived a jury 
trial. 

The acquittal of Herschell Gill, 
the only defendant freed of the 
charges by the jury, had been sug¬ 
gested by Assistant State Attorney 
Chester P. O'Hara. 

Five of those convicted of first 
degree murder—"Colonel" Harvey 
Davis, Ervin D. Lee, Urban Lipps, 
Paul R. Edwards and Edgar Bald¬ 
win—were present when Poole was 
shot to death by Dayton Dean, the 
confessed "executioner." The two 
others Convicted of first degree 
murder were John Bannerman and 
Lowell Rushing, who were charged 
with taking an active part in the 
death plot. 

The jury convicted Thomas R. 
Craig and Virgil Morrow, both of 
whom attended the meeting in 
Findlater hall where the state 
charged the “execution” plot was 
agreed upon, of second degree 
murder. The bench returned the 
second degree conviction against 
Albert Stevens and John S. Vin¬ 
cent. the oldest of the defendants. 
Both of them also were at the 
Findlater hall meeting. 


PRINCE DIES 
IN CRASH 


VIENNA, (JP )—Prince Alfonso 
Carlos of Bourbon, who once at¬ 
tempted unsuccessfully to seize 
the throne of Spain, died today 
after being struck by an automo¬ 
bile last night. For many years 
he maintained a shabby royal es¬ 
tablishment in Vienna to support 
his claim as Carlist pretender to 
the non-existent Spanish kingship. 
His corps of servants in the de¬ 
cadent palace dwindled from 30 to 
a single doorman in a brilliant and 
yellow uniform. 

The prince gained a reputation 
for eccentricity by founding a 
world league against duelling. On 
an African tour he adopted a negro 
girl who is now managing the 
palace.

The French chamber of deputies 
today approved adjustment of the 
French franc with the British 
pound and the United States dollar 
as the world's financial capitals 
prepared for the end of another 
episode in turbulent post-war fi¬ 
nance.

If a fire breaks out in the Or¬ 
ange county section of the Cleve¬ 
land national forest, portable radio 
equipment will be available to di¬ 
rect fire suppression crews, Joe 
Scherman, county fire warden, re¬ 
ported today. 

Tests are being made near Co- 
ona on portable transmitters and 
receivers designed to carry a con¬ 
versation over 10 or 12 miles. 

While none of the radio equip¬ 
ment is stationed with Scherman 
at the state forestry department 
office in Orange, it can be made 
available in a short time if fire 
breaks out, Scherman reported. 

He said Sheriff Logan Jackson 
has volunteered use of a portable 
transmitter and operator, and that 
in addition the regular county po¬ 
lice radio station will be used to 
communicate with receivers in 
forestry cars. Further equipment 
will be rushed by the United 
States forestry department. 

Scherman warned Orange coun¬ 
ty residents of extreme fire danger 
in the hills, pointing out that hu¬ 
midity is low now and that a dry 
desert wind may be expected at 
any time.

rades’ planes were insufficient. 
But ammunition was plentiful, 
since we kept perfect discipline 
underground. 

Attended .Mass Daily 
“Every morning we attended 
mass; every night we listened to 
the radio news, which was encour¬ 
aging. 

“The women were brave. Some 
of them insisted in accompanying 
the men on patrol duty. 

“When the dynamite exploded 
(from underground mines laid 
by the government) we thought 
it was the end of the world. 

“But we were not panicky under 
the firm orders of our gallant 
commander, who not only organ¬ 
ize the defense but pluckily led us 
to attack the enemy. 

Dead Not Mentioned 
"Many were killed that day, but 
it was not mentioned in our con¬ 
versation. 

“No one spoke of the dead, and 
even the women hid their tears to 
avoid breaking down our courage. 

“But they were praying, pray¬ 
ing, praying. 

"Explosions destroyed parts of 
the building every day, but the Al¬ 
cazar resisted, as if protected by 
the will of God. 

“At dawn on last Sunday, we 
heard the first shells of the na¬ 
tional (insurgent) artillery and 
saw in the distance our red and 
gold flag hoisted at different 
places about Toledo. 

Last Battle Starts 
“Colonel Moscardo had received 
instructions, dropped from a na¬ 
tionalist plane, to cooperate with 
our rescuers. 

"Every man paraded and saluted 
the flag; then the last battle 
started, while dynamite continued 
to explode on all sides of the Al¬ 
cazar. 

“Charging across the bridge, our 
comrades helped us put the enemy 
between a crossfire. 

“The government militia had 
placed time bombs at the gates of 
the Alcazar, which started ex¬ 
ploding every five minutes, pre¬ 
venting us from charging them. 

Guns Cut Them Down 
But we were able to reach them 
with our machine guns. 

“The militia tried to cross the 
Alcantara bridge and flee, but our 
machine guns cut them down. 

“As our troops entered the town 
the militia forced their way to the 
gate of San Martin. 

“We could see them running like 
rabbits across the fields in the di¬ 
rection of Madrid. 

"Our enthusiasm was unbounded.

Analysis of a Straw Vote 

S TRAW polls generally are unreliable prophets—unless 
you make strict allowance for the circumstances under 
which they were taken and the political complexion of the 
groups that balloted. The present Literary Digest Straw 
poll illustrates this perfectly. 

Current figures from The Digest poll in California 
show Landon 17,006, and Roosevelt 16,018. On the sur¬ 
face that looks rosy for the G. O. P. But just a minute. 
Let’s look underneath. 

Landon’s total is made up of 12,216 Republicans and 
3,227 Democrats, plus a certain number who didn’t state 
their party preference in 1932. Roosevelt’s is composed 
of 11,302 Democrats and 2,924 Republicans, plus others 
who did not indicate how they voted in 1932. 

Thus the 1936 straw ballots come from 15,140 who 
voted Republican and 14,529 who voted Democratic in 
1932, in addition to the few thousands who didn’t state 
how they stood four years ago. 

Naturally the Digest poll will lean toward Landon, 
since most of the questionnaires went to voters who were 
Republicans, even in 1932 when Hoover was party chief. 

Better critics than we are have been wrong about 
the Digest poll, however. Don’t place too much reliance 
either on the Digest poll or this editorial.

When his acceptance speech 
gave certain labor leaders a pain 
in the neck, the man who gave 
Landon an opportunity to elab¬ 
orate his speech and explain him¬ 
self was none other than Norman 
Thomas--the Socialist presidential 
candidate.
